By the provision* of the act erect- 


ing the county it was attached to 
Centre for judicial purposes. 
The 


act of January 29, 1822, directed 
•That upon the third Monday of Oc- 
tober next and thereafter, the courts 
* * * for said county of Clearfield, 
shall be opened and held at the court 
house, now erected 
in 
Clearfield 


town." The courts were held as di- 
rected and from and after that date 
the county was organized for all 
purposes. 


Soon after the complete organiza- 


tion of the county, in 1822, a deep 
interest was awakened in educational 
matters and being of so great con- 
cern to the settlers is entitled to men- 
tion in almost every article on the de- 
velopment of the county. The pion- 
eers here construed the mandate of 
the Constitution of 1790 enjoining 
"the establishment of schools thruout 
the Stat* in such manner that the 
poor may be taught gratis" to mean 
that central schools or academics 
•houkl be established in each county. 
They accordingly secured the pas- 
wage of an act entitled "An Act es- 
tablishing an academy in the town of 
Clearfidd." The old Academy was 
erected and schools opened in it in 
the fall of 1830. During the period 
of its existence as an academical in- 
stitution (1830-1874) it was noted as 
a school for the higher education of 
both sexes and exercised an influence 
for good throughout the entire county. 
jtiaXlance at the courses of instruc- 
tion will give some idea of the high 
character of that institution, and of 
the foundation it laid for pood citi-

In 1810 it had 875 inhabitants; in 
1820, 2342; in 1830, 4803, of whom 
2485 were white males, 2265 females; 
28 free colored males, 25 free colored 
females.

were, 24 aliens, 6 deaf and dumb and 
3 blind."

The original grant of land made 


to William Penn by King Charles of 
England was divided by Penn in 
1682 into three counties—Philadel- 
phia, Chester and Bucks. No further 
division was made for neary fifty 
years, when Lancaster comity was 
set off from Chester. Twenty years 
ater, 1749, York county was formed, 
and at intervals of a few years six 
more counties—Cumberland, Berks, 
Northampton, Bedford, Northumber- 
land and Westmoreland were added. 


Thus, at the beginning of the revo- 


lution, the Colony of Pennsylvania 
was sub-divided into eleven counties. 
With the exception of the country 
about Pittsburgh and Fort Dnqneane, 
all that part of the colony lying be- 
yond the Alleghenies was unsettled 
and practically 
unexplored. 
Any 


history of ClearfleW county hi the 
revolution, then, must necessarily be 
understood to relate to this territory 
only in the sense of its having been 
included, with Lycoming, Centre, 
Huntingdon, Lucerne and Bradford 
within the bounds of Northumberland 
county.

Although, of course, all the able- 


bodied men living atone the North 
and West Branches of the Suaqn*. 
haana were engage in the atnwfla 
for independence, no fighting occurred 
in that territory until the British 
government offered » r«wnrd ta taw 
Indians for the scalps of American*.

The Indians, numbering about 
a thousand and aided by a detach- 
ment of a Tory regiment known as 
the Royal Greens, reached the fort 
on July 3rd, 1778. The Americans 
fought desperately, but within a few 
hours not a single man was left ia 
the fort.

Soon after the complete organiza- 


tion of the county, in 1822, a deep 
interest was awakened in educational 
matters and being of so great con- 
cern to the settlers is entitled to men- 
tion in almost every article on the de- 
velopment of the county. The pion- 
eers here construed the mandate of 
the Constitution of 1790 enjoining 
"the establishment of schools thruout 
the State in such manner that the 
poor may be taught gratis" to mean 
that central schools or academics 
•houkl be established in each county. 
They accordingly secured the pas- 
Mge of an act entitled "An Act es- 
tablishing an academy in the town of 
ClearfieM." The old Academy was 
erected and schools opened in it in 
the fall of 1830. During the period 
of its existence as an academical in- 
stitution (1830-1874) it was noted as 
a school for the higher education of 
both sexes and exercised an influence 
for good throughout the entire county, 
jhffclance at the courses of instruc- 
tion will give some idea of the high 
character of that institution, and of 
the foundation it laid for pood citi-
